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THE GUI EE BOOK & CATALOGUE OF BRITISH COMMONWEALTH COINS 1660 - 1969: 


While not as adept at book reviews as member Jerry Remick, I wish to 
say a few words in recommendation of this month’s book offering. 

This one volume encompasses almost everything that the collector of 
the British Commonwealth could desire. The only shortcoming to the 
book is the lack of plates in all but Canada and Great Britain. But 
in answer there are so many anvantages that I roust put them into 
tabular form: 1. Condition Standards with examples from XF to Good. 

2. Numismatic Organizations for world coin collectors. 
3» Bibliography of Numismatic Books and Periodicals. 

4. Listing of all countries that have been or are now 
British. This includes former German and French Col- 
onies and such present day countries as Israel. 

5. prices for seven grades from Good to Proof. 

6. Listing of tokens where used such as Australia. 

7. Listing of mules, patterns and varieties. 

8. Collecting tips for various countries and addresses 
of Societies and individuals who will aid collectors. 

9. Each type is identified by the Yeoman, Craig or 
Friedberg number where available. This one feature 
more than makes up for the lack of pictures. 

Recommendation: This book is worth every cent it costs. J. E. Lewis

JCHN GRA VES ASK S ASSISTANCE OF NI MEMBERS : John Graves, who was the 

author of the check list of nickel coins in Juie, asks help to com- 
plete his project as follows: ’ "The Nickel in Coinage - First Che 
Hundred Years" is progressing slowly. Just on the type charts, I am 
about 80% done for the first 50 years. But I am held up mainly by 
not being able to find all the coins necessary for computing weights 
and measurements. Is there anyone in NI, a good type collector, who 
might be interested in helping out. on these details? For this pur- 
pose, a type is considered to include thedifferent mintmarks. As an 
example, Germany Y6 would have ten types since it was struck at ten 
different mints. Whit I need specifically is the dope on each mint- 
diameter, thickness, weight, etc. for a sample coin in each group.’ 
Some of you specialists or date and mintmark collectors should be 
able to give John a hand and it will be appreciated.
